Article 1.2.3.1.

The following diseases of fish are listed by the OIE:

- Epizootic haematopoietic necrosis

- Infectious haematopoietic necrosis

- Spring viraemia of carp

- Viral haemorrhagic septicaemia

- Infectious salmon anaemia

- Epizootic ulcerative syndrome

- Gyrodactylosis (Gyrodactylus salaris)
- Red sea bream iridoviral disease

- Kot herpesvirus disease.

The following diseases of molluscs are listed by the

OIE:

- Infection with Bonamia ostreae

- Infection with Bonamia exitiosa

- Infection with Marteilia refringens

- Infection with Perkinsus marinus

- Abalone viral mortality .
